Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner has considered the Applicant's 
arguments on pages 7-8 of the Remarks, however, they are not persuasive. As the teachings of the Knockeart reference suggests 
[alternative] 'emphasis added' approaches to update the in-vehicle system, such as updating over a high-speed data link, for example at a 
dealership or other service center; and a high-speed connection 2010 can be connected to service equipment 2030 at a dealership or a 
service center which downloads the updated information using industry standard communication protocols, such as Ford's SCP or the SAE 
J1850 protocol; see col. 37-38, lines 50-52, 55-56 and 12-16, said service equipment 2030 is interpreted an intermediate server. As 
maintained by the Examiner, the connection between the in-vehicle system and the service equipment is wire bound. Even further, another 
alternative approach to updating the in-vehicle system is to use a wired telephone connection. In this approach, the in-vehicle system 
includes a moderate speed modem 2050 (e.g., a 56 kb/s modem) and a telephone connector. The owner provides a physical connection 
2052 from the telephone connector to the public telephone network (PSTN) 340. The in-vehicle system places a telephone call to the server 
system, or another server used to provide data updates, and downloads the data at a moderate speed over the telephone connection, see 
col. 38, lines 24-33, the telephone connector being used to make a physical connection to the server is a wired-bound transmission path. 

While the examiner has cited specific portions of the art as generally teaching the claimed subject matter, the applicant is 
reminded that they are responsible for the disclosure in its entirety. In view of the above the finality of the last Office action is maintained. 
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
